Roy F. Britton, 
presi­ 
dent of the Automobile Club of Mis­ 
souri, speaking before the American 
Road Builders’ Association in conven­ 
tion here today. 
Britton discussed problems connect­ 
ed with planning, financing and build­ 
ing local county roads, known in Mis­ 
souri as the supplementary or Farm* 
to-Market roads, before 
a gathering 
of county highway officials from all 
parts of the United States. 
“Newspapers are generally 
public 
spirited and they have been 
most 
generous to the cause of good roads” 
he said. 
“Were it not for the news­ 
papers the modem good roads move­ 
ment would not be in the highly 
de­ 
veloped state which it is today. 
To 
them belongs a large part 
of 
the 
credit for our progress”. 
The speaker pointed to a township 
system of local roads 
graded 
and 
graveled that reach virtually every 


ing planted where corn grew before. 
5. 
For generations 
the 
farmer 
paid his ‘road tax” in order to 
get 
over the road when business demand­ 
ed. 
Today, he is saving his road tax 
by using less gas, getting greater 
mileage from tires, no mud chains to 
buy and less repair and upkeep costs. 
In discussing the need for counties 
and local road sub divisions to hurry 
the building of their own local roads, 
Britton said. 
“The ones which are 
not building their own roads to con­ 
nect with the State highways are de­ 
liberately 
cutting 
themselves 
off 
from 
the greatest value which 
the 
State system can be to those 
com­ 
munities. 
They are isolating them­ 
selves from the 
country’s 
national 
transportation system. 
A fine 
State 
highway running through a counry 
w ith no improved feeders is about as 
much value to that county as though 
it were a tunnel. 
“It may be a fine,

road which the tonrist from another 
State enjoys and admires as he skims 
over it and it is of unquestioned val­ 
ue to the State at large, but of what 
farm house, school and

in use is it to the citizen of that county 
Brookfield Township, Linn 
County 
Mo., as representing nearly an ideal 
situation in local road 
development 
In 1928 under the leadership of E. E. 
Cramer, who then was secretary of 
the Brookfield Chamber of Commerce 
and now is secretary of the 
itate 
Highway Commission, the 
township 
voted $160,000 bonds to 
build 
all- 
weather gravel roads reaching every­ 
where in the township. 
This bond issue was financed with 
the regular 25 cent township 
road 
and bridge tax that had been collect­ 
ed for years, the money being spent 
in 
filling 
mud-holes. 
Without 
in­ 
creasing the tax, the township built 
its local roads and has 
enough 
to 
maintain them in splendid condition. 
The township system was completed 
within about a year after the 
bonds 
had been voted.

St. Louis, January 
19.-—Missouri 
newspapers were credited with taking 
the leading role in the development 
of the Missouri State Highway ays- 
tern by Maj. Roy F. Britton, 
presi­ 
dent of the Automobile Club of Mis­ 
souri, speaking before the American 
Road Builders’ Association in conven­ 
tion here today. 
Britton discussed problems connect­ 
ed with planning, financing and build­ 
ing local county roads, known in Mis­ 
souri as the supplementary or Farm- 
to-Market roads, before a gathering 
of county highway officials from all 
parts of the United States. 
“Newspapers are generally public 
spirited and they have been 
most 
generous to the cause of good roads” 
he said. “Were it not for the news­ 
papers the modern good roads move­ 
ment would not be in the highly de­ 
veloped state which it is today. To 
them belongs a large part of 
the 
credit for our progress”. 
The speaker pointed to a township 
system of local roads 
graded 
and 
graveled that reach virtually every 
farm house, school and 
church 
in 
Brookfield Township, Linn 
County 
Mo., as representing nearly an ideal 
situation in local road development 
In 1928 under the leadership of E. E. 
Cramer, who then waa secretary of 
the Brookfield Chamber of Commerce 
and now is secretary of the 
State 
Highway Commission, the township 
voted $160,000 bonds to 
build 
all- 
weather gravel roads reaching every­ 
where in the township. 
This bond issue was financed with 
the regular 25 cent township 
road 
and bridge tax that had been collect­ 
ed for years, the money being spent 
in 
filling mud-holes. 
Without 
in­ 
creasing the tax, the township built 
its local roads and has 
enough to 
maintain them in splendid condition. 
The township system was completed 
within about a year after the bonds 
had been voted. Britton stressed the 
benefits as pointed out in Secretary 
Cramer’s report: 
1. When a wet spell conies, 
the 
Brookfield streets 
are 
filled 
with 
cars. The farmers cannot work 
so 
they come to town. 
2. Farm lands may be a drug on 
the market but not in 
Brookfield 
township. 
3. —Town people are moving to 
the country, buying 10 and 20 acre 
tracts and building country homes. 
4. Farming methods are changing. 
Beef cattle are giving way to dairy 
cows. Commercial orchards are be-

ing planted where com grew before. 
6. For generations 
the 
farmer 
paid his 'road tax” in order to get 
over the road when business demand­ 
ed. Today, he is saving his road tax 
by using less gas, getting greater 
mileage from tires, no mud chains to 
buy and less repair and upkeep costs. 
In discussing the need for counties 
and local road sub-divisions to hurry 
the building of their own local roads, 
Britton said. 
“The ones which are 
not building their own roads to con­ 
nect with the State highways are de­ 
liberately 
cutting 
themselves 
off 
from 
the greatest value which 
the 
State system can be to those com­ 
munities. 
They are isolating them­ 
selves from the 
country’s 
national 
transportation system. A fine State 
highway running through a county 
with no improved feeders is about as 
much value to that county as though 
it were a tunnel 
"It may be a fine, 
hard, smooth 
road which the tourist from another 
State enjoys and admires as he skims 
over it and it is of unquestioned val­ 
ue to the State at large, but of what 
use is it to the citixen of that county 
who lives a few miles away with no 
hard surfaced connection? 
"It is of no practical value to him 
until his own local road is improved 
to tap the main thoroughfare 
and 
then every other part of the State 
and nation is available from his own 
door. 
His importance is enhanced. 
He is literally on the map and 
his 
economic and social advantages 
are 
increased many fold. 
"State road building 
has caused 
some communities to stand back and 
wait, dreaming perhaps of the day 
when the State will construct all the 
county roads, and, of course, 
that 
time will never come. It is financial­ 
ly impossible no matter how much 
you load on the gas tax and no mat 
ter how much of this you send to the 
counties. 
"In Missouri 
we are building at 
least two roads across the county with 
State funds and 50 per cent of this 
money comes from the cities. These 
roads furnish an outlet for each coun­ 
ty and they also form the nucleus of 
a county system which logically and 
properly should be financed locally. 
"Other counties have 
taken 
the 
opposite course. They have been in 
spired by the State work to local ef­ 
fort. They have seized the opportun­ 
ity to utilize the State system to its 
fullest extent". 
Britton then presented the details

And if we should all do that, which we are not going to do, not even the bonds of this, the richefft nation 
in human history, would be worth a dime on the dollar. Money itself would be useless because neither silver 
nor gold can add value to the commodities we use—which we eat and wear—nor have an ounce of intrinsic 
worth of their own.
